of Commerce...and that great Scout camping tradition continues today. 


The museum is named after the late E. Urner Goodman who served as 
a Chicago Scout Executive and as Owasippe's reservation director in the 


late 20s. 


He is prominently known as the founder of the Order of the 


Arrow, the national fraternity of Scout honor campers.
